AMSAT PHASE fil

‘ AMSAT Rep. 

Much is being written about the ‘new era” that the upcoming 
Amsat Phase III spacecraft will bring to our hobby. One of the new 
concepts is channalization of a small portion of the receive 
(downlink) frequencies for specified uses. 

The 180kHz wide downlink passband will be partitioned into three 
major usage bands. These in turn will be further divided into sub- 
bands by emission type. The three major bands will be: a general 
communications band; a channalized special services band, anda 
Beacon-guard channel band. 

The second major band within the 2 meter downlink will be 
allocated to channalized special services. This is a new direction 
for Amateur satellites. Six special service channels will be used 
during the initial orbits of the spacecraft. More will be added, if 
needed, later. These channels will be located adjacent to the 
Beacon-guard channels at both ends of the bandpass. There will be

KNIGHTS OF THE KILOCY CLE 
CELEBRATE GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY 

Less than thirty-five years after Marconi began sending wireless 
signals, and six years after the first broadcast network began 
operation, a group of amateur radio operators in Florida organized 
anet which they dubbed the KNIGHTS OF THE KILOCYCLE. 

Just as Maid Marian invaded King Arthur’s Knights of the Round 
Table, so have several YLS joined the fejlowship of Amateur 
Radio's oldest continuing network . . . so now you hear the group 
addressed regularly as ‘Knights and Ladies of the Kilycycle”’. 

The original organizers of the Knights fifty years ago on 
Christmas day, December 25, 1929, were, W4BN, Fred Frick, 
W4DU, Orville Cheatham, W4WS, Pat Patterson, W4ACz (now 
W4JQ), Tony Litschauer, and W4AXY Doc H.H. Murphy, better 
known as Doc Waxy. 

The net has continued to meet regularly each Sunday morning at 
7:30 EST or EDST on 3910 Kes (that’s right) except durnig WWII, 
and now they are celebrating their Golden Anniversary in 1979. 

The present officers are: K4SDW, Paul Marlow, Master 
Oscillator; K4HDG, George Rutledge, Buffer-Doubler; W4JZV, 
Forrest Breckenridge, Speech-Amplifier, (K4HDG and W4JZV 
were both born in Selma, Ala.), W4BCZ, Phil McMasters, 
Treasurer and W4DVR, Mack Britton, Chaplain (25 years).

Redundancy is something that English teachers hate to see and 
professors of Communications Theory admire. That’s because the 
first group is primarily interested in style, while the second is

primarily interested in accuracy and dependability of information 


‘transfer. 


Redundancy combats error, whether sequential (‘‘I say again.’’) 
or parallel (sending the same message over several different 
channels at the same time). 

The availability of redundant channels is what makes a system 
reliable: if only one man is permitted to carry emergency 
messages to the police, and he gets shot, the cops never even learn 
of the murder. Alternate Net Control operators are an example of 
available redundancy. When it comes to message-traffic, the more 
redundancy available, the greater the assurance that mesages will 
be carried and delivered promptly. 

All of which explains why praise is due Florida Army MARS this 
month. Instead of a few stations receiving commendations for 
carrying large loads of messages, we had a bunch: ADNIRZ, 
ACM4MSN, AAN4DC, ADNIRG, ADNITT, and ADN1MHR. It’s 
nice to know that, should an emergency develop, Florida Army 
MARS could keep communications flowing efficiently and plen- 
tifully, even if operations were knocked out in some parts of the 
State.

EST on 
4580 KHZ. Lamar Hill, AFA2PN/W4BOL has been instructing in voice and illustrating on 
the RTTY frequency. This is an open training net. 

Some NCS have wondered about the fact that some AGA callins did not give their 
locations as do the affiliate members. The ‘Bold Eagle” operation, with military 
operators, not amateurs, were in some cases off frequency, however this was excused as 
the equipment they were using was not capable of splitting a kilohertz. The frequencies 
are being monitored of all nets and members are getting more proficient in finding the 
right one and maintaining it. We will probably continue to have the problem of tuning into 
an antenna on frequency instead of a dummy antenna. It is not allowed by any FCC or 
military rule to tune up on a frequency not assigned. The time allowed for tuning at the 
beginning of a net should be sufficient for any amateur or MARS member.

The HARC November meeting featured a program by Ed Webb, W4F QM, who switched 
his talk from Civil Defense to Repeaters and gave us the benefit of his wide experience 
with repeaters and a large amount inside dope on how to avoid some of the pit-falls of 
repeater construction and operation.
